BOUND TO BARE. 


The day Roscoe Conkling was nom- 
inated to the Supreme Oourt, the 
wires were loaded with crazy rumors 
as to what led tothe nomination. For 
several days the press of New York 
had long editorial comments on the 
situation, and while they all believed 
Mr. Conkling to be both honest and 
capable to discharge the duties of the 
office, they would have the world be- 
lieve it a political move to enhance 
President Arthur’s chances in political 
life. Mr. Conkling remained at home, 
quietly pursuing his professional call- 
ing. President Arthur nominated Mr. 
Conkling, knowing him to be a man 
the Nation would have the utmost con- 
fidence in, botfi in his ability and 
honesty, and the Senate confirmed the 
nomination, knuwing that President 
Arthur had made a most excellent se- 
lection for the position. Mr. Conk- 
ling declined, as he had a perfect 
right to do, for reasons of his own. 
He says he cannot afford to give up 
the practice of his profession for the 
office; that he he has been in public 
life long enough, and wishes to retire, 
at least) for the present. But the 
jealous, small-minded politician can- 
not be satisfied without accnsiog 
President Arthur of selfish and dis- 
honest motives in sending Conkling’s 
name to the Senate. Others pretend to 
think Mr. Conkling declined the 
nomination for the purpose of snub- 
ing the Senate and his party. Mr. 
Conkling had a perfect right to de- 
cline the nomination thrust upon 
him. It is nobody's business why he 


declined.

The Chiaese Question Under Discussion. 
New York, March 8. 

The Tribune's Washington special 
‘says it is expected that debate upor 
the Chinese bill will be concluded to- 
morrow and that the vote will be 
reached upon the measure. There is 
no doubt of the passage of the bill, 
but it may be modified by the adop- 
tion of Ingall’s amendment limiting 
the suspension of Chinese immigration 
to 10 instead of 20 years. Iu all ques- 


tions involving the general principles, 
opponents of the bill have gained un- 
doubted advantage in the debate. The 
speeches of Hoar, Brown and Dawes 
were simply unanswerable, but these 
geatlemen are held up as mere theo- 
rists in regard to this question. The 
Pacific Coast representatives, advanc- 
ing little or nothing except the bare 
ass@tions, often easily refuted, have 
ever borne themselves as the repre- 
sentatives or an almost unanimous opin- 
ion of a people who have 
experieuced the alleged raw 
of association with the Chinese. 
There is a general. undercurrent of 
belief that passion and prejudice have 
had too much to do in shaping the ex- 
pressions of opinion which come from 
the Pacific coast, and that a trial of 
the suspension of immigration for ten 
years will give time to test the princt- 
ples which are now contending for 
mastery, so that it may be seen 
whether the venerable = | cherishe? 
American doctrive of brotherhood of 
all people, and home in America for 
all races must be modified.’ The Pa- 
cific States have not enjoyed their full 
share of the great prosperity which 
this country has been experiencing for 
several years. Possessing, in addition 
to their untold mineral wealth, a soi! 
and climate capable of producing in 
lavish abundance almost everything 
that is necessary for the comfort and 
pleasure of mankind, there has 
been a discontont and instability as 
compared with the Atlantic and West- 
ern States, which have been regarded 
as phenomenal, Capital has not 
sought investment to nearly so great 
an extent as the favorable conditions 
would seem to insure. Some of the 
staple raw materials have been shipped 
in large quantities to the East, there 
to be manufactured and returned for 
home consumption. Interest has ruled 
higher than elsewhere most, if not 
all of tbe time, not because of 
the demand for money, but rather 
because of the instability of busi- 
ness. Farmers have complained that, 
while raising immense crops, their 
work was comparatively profitless, 
owiog to the distance of the consumer 
and want of ahome market such as 
would be created by larger mannfac- 
turing enterprises. Iuvestment in this 
direction has been sorely felt. Rail- 
road monopoly and Chinese immigrr- 
tion have been held accountable in 
part for this state of affairs; but it is 
fairly an 1 question whether the 
want of a betterand more numerous 
class of laborers is not the chief ne- 
cessity. 

What Appollinaris Water Cana Do. 

WasHIneTton, March 8. 

A sharp fight is.in progress here 
between the proprietors of the Dom- 
estic Mineral Waters and the owners 
and agents of the Appollinaris Water. 
Atterney-General McVeagh decided 
that Appollinaris ia an artificial water, 
apd therefore dutiable. Secretary 
Folger recently reversed this decision 
and decided that Appollinaris was 
entitled to enter this country without 
payment of customs due. A fesolu- 
tion is pending in Congress directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury not to 
take any steps towards carrying out 
his decision until there can be an op- 
portusity to investigate the question 
as to whether Appollinaris is entitled 
to be placed on the free list. Able 
legal talent has been employed on 
both sides. Ex-Senator Conkling is 
said to be counsel fur the Appollinaris’ 
interests and to havé received a cash 
fee of $50,000 dollars.

WESTERN. 
Grain Exchange. 
San Francisco, March 8. 

The Committee appointed by the 
San Francisco Stock Exchange to con- 
sider the question of starting a wheat 
deal, has reported. The plan is to or- 
ganize a new association under the 
auspices of the Board, to be known as 
the San Francisco Grain Exchange. 
This organization is to have a mem 
bership of 150, and have its own offli- 
cers and Directors, its own Caller, and 
be entirely distinct from tbe old 
Board, though under patronage of the 
latter. The Exchaoge shall meet daily 
at 1:30 r. u. The report is accompan- 
ied by a proposed set of by-laws, in 
which rules are laid down for the trans- 
action of business, together with pro- 
posed forms of contract for future de- 
liveries... Among other things, the by- 
laws provide tliat no fictitious, or 
‘‘ wash,” sales shall be made, that 20 
cents per cental shall be the margin 
required on time contracts, that two 
potices—one of five days and one of 
three—shall be given before the deliv- 
ery of grain on contract, and finally 
that ten tons shall be the least amount 
dealt in. The last rule expressly for- 
bids dealings in puts ant Calls” or 
any other similar gambling devices 
The report will be-discussed and prob- 
ably adopted at the executive session 
of the Board to be held to-day. 


The Effect of Mormon Gold. 
Sart LAX, March 8. 
The delay in Congress over the 
anti-polygamy bills cause grave ap- 
prehension among the Gentiles of 


Utah. They believe that the lull in 
the warfare is occasioned by the lib- 
eral use of Mormon gold, placed 
where it would do the most good. 
Letters from Washington on the sub- 
ject are all of the most discouraging 
nature, and state that men who were 
outspoken in their views against po- 
lygamy a few weeks ago, are now 
either luke-warm, or openly advocat- 
ing the policy of seating Cannon and 
letting the Polygamists alone.
